HILE Marconi expresses the greatest confi- 
dence in his invention and expects to see it 


in use for sending commercial messages in three 
months, the old cable companies maintain a bold 
front and at least pretend to feel undisturbed. The 
president of the Commercial Cable company says: 


"While we do not intend to belittle the credit due 


to Mr. Marconi for the advancement he has made in 
that field, we have every confidence in the ability 
of submarine cables to maintain their commercial 
supremacy in competition with wireless telegraphy, 
even should it ever extend beyond its present ex- 
perimental stage as regards transatlantic or other 
long distance transmissions.

Marconi system should become perfected so that it 
could really Compete in a commercial sense, it is 
fair to say that it would take many years to put the 
Marconi system in such a position as would enable 
it to serve the public. 
Ninety-five per cent of the 


Atlantic messages are expressed in code or cipher 
language, the words or ciphers having no connect- 
ed meaning. The words or cipher groups frequent- 
ly on differ from each other in single letters, yet 
they have widely different meanings, and an error 
in transmission of one of their letters might have 
disastrous consequences." 


If the Marconi syste.n is perfected so that it can 


be used for transmitting messages across the ocean 
we tail to see how it will be more liable to errors in 
transmission than the present system. As to speed 
the cable companies say the Marconi system cannot 
compete with the cable. 
Wireless .stations can be 


erected so much more cheaply than cables can be 
laid'that the defect of slowness, if it exists, can be 
readily overcome by the erection of extra stations. 
Suppose the cables can transmit five times as fast as 
the wireless system. Marconi's company could well 
afford to erect ten stations and would then be able 
to handle twice as rnucL1 matter as the cable in a 
given time. 


. Marconi says the speed of the system is twenty- 


two words a minute, on relatively short lines. "But 
I can see no reason" he says, "why we should not 
send, practically, just us fast on oceanic lines. 
In 


the experiments on the Philadelphia, no attempt 
was made to attain speed. That was not our object 
and no preparations foa such a tc^t were made. 
But there is no difficulty about speed." It seems 
safe to predict that no immediate steps will be tak- 
en toward laying a cable to the Philippines. 
In 


Kngland the Marconi system is regarded a.s a very 
important discovery for handling land mcs-iages. 
Lord Londonderry told the House of Lords the oth- 
er day that he regarded the matter as of enormous 
importance. 
He believed it would be an immense 


advantage in the future in regard to the promotion 
of commerce of all kinds. 
When the opportunity 


occurred the postoffice would have ever} facility 
for the development of the system and would util- 
ize it as much as possible for the benefit of the pub- 
lic. 


England has a telegraph monopoly, the govern- 


ment operating the .telegraph lines in connection 
with the pouoffice.- 
So Lord Londonderry point- 


ed out tlut \\liile the patentees of the system did 
not require government authorization so far r.s in- 
tercotnpiunication between ships nt sea were con- 
cerned, it \vasotherwiseas regards communication 
between ships and signal stations ashore. 
Anyone 


interfering with the latter would be an absolute in- 
fringment of the rights of the postoffice 


The British government has not looked with a 


friendly eye on the development of wireless teleg- 
raphy, :egardiug it as jealously a.-, do the old com- 
panies in this country. Power plants for the trans- 
mission of wireless messages cannot be erected in 
England without the permission of the postmaster 
general. That official says that wireless telegraphy 
in the bands of private companies at the present 
merneut might interfere seriously with the experi- 
ments the admiralty is now making extensively on 
the south coast, and until the admiralty's doubts on 
the subject are dissolved he. could not give a li- 
cense.

the time which he extended his ostensible mission 
of attending the setting afloat of his icigning broth- 
er's American constructed yacht. Of course that 
boat could have been slid off the'ways without the 
oversight of a member of the Kaiser's family, and 
it is fair from a practical standpoint to infer that 
such was not the exclusive object of his trip. There 
has been much speculation as to what such addi- 
tional object might have been when the trip was 
planned. These speculations have displayed con- 
sieerable ingenuity but there has not appeared any- 
thing to substantiate a theory that it was anything 
sjore or different than our departed guest s«t forth.

This indication was heartily re- 
ciprocated here. His reception by the people was 
friendly and his treatment courteous by the officials, | 


Nor was there any particular toadyism to royalty, 
as such. Curiosity and enthusiasm are character- 
istic, of the American people as a whole. They en- 
joy getting a glimpse at people much talked about, 
as Prince Henry had been. There was the same 
form of attention given to Admiral Dewey, more en- 
thusiasm to be sure, because the occasion of his being 
talked about was greater, but that is not now espec- 
ially noticable; so of Lieutenant Hobson and within 
the narrower trip of his journeyings, of Admiral 
Schley. There is no doubt that Prince Henry is 
more than an ordinary man despite the royal blood 
in his veins and*he was put in the way of satisfy- 
ing the curiosity of the people and they made the 
most of it in a respectful, but by no means a wor- 
shipful manner. As far as was indicated there was 
nothing of a significance that could be regarded 
other than pleasant to the parties interested.

habits which the white people have 
Introduced, 


If this whiskey laws in this StatP 


is enforced or make Strieker, I thinV 
there Is little hope for the Indians, and 
I think it well and good. Some white 
iien says that we have no business to 
iJrink whiskey if we know it to be 
dangerous but they do the very same 
thing yet they are supposed to be clv- 
Hized men. 


It must be understood that the lawp 


of this State are your laws and you 


j ''nowlng more than the uneducated In- 


dians ought to obey It and respect It 
Instead of having ill feelings toward 
the Indians for It as some do. 
— 


Many of our school boys and girls 


who have left the Carson Indian schoo' 
have been dispraced by these habits. 


They themselves know that It Is bad 


vet the temptation Is too great 
for 


them and they must yield to it. 


Having seen its effects and knowing 


the effects, yet I have hopes for the 
Indians If this whiskey law is carried 
out or made Strieker. 


Now hoping that you people may ap- 


nreciate our pleadings for more strlcV
